NEW YORK (/) — China called 
on the United Nations Assembly 
today to act quickly to prevent 
communism from engulging China 
and the entire Far East. For the 
first time, China also charged 
that Russia was directing the Chi- 
nese Communists. 

China’s chief delegate, Dr. T. F. 
Tsiang, told the 59 national dele- 
gations that the North Atlantic 
Pact had halted the flow of com- 
munism across Europe, but there 
was no such barrier in the Hast. 

“The Chinese Communist party,” 
he said, “is an integral part of 
the international Communist 
movement. It is as fanatical as 
Communists elsewhere. Its propa- 
ganda is always in tune with Mos- 
cow -propaganda. Its action is 
always in step with Moscow’s ac-

Confirms Action 


In his letter, Sheppard quoted 
D. W. Rentzel, head of the CAA, 
in this manner: ‘Therefore, this 
will confirm to you, as of this 
date, that the CAA and the Sixth 
Region will be advised that I.L.S. 
and apprceach light system will 
be installed at the Ontario Inter- 
national Airport, Ontario, Cali- 
fornia, during the coming fiscal 
year.” 

L. R. “Pop” Gregg, Ontario 
airport director, said this morn- 
ing that the CAA decision means 
“that our airport will be the 
equivalent of any major field in 
the country. 

“We already have the finest 
landing strips available and the 
best all-around flying weather cf 
any airport on the coast. 


All Set 


“All we're lacking is the I.L.S. 
and landing approach lights. 
When we get those we're set.” 

The instrument landing system 
is a radio beam device to permit 
blind landing by airplanes when 
weather conditions obscure the 
ground from the air. I.L.S. equip- 
ment is only obtainable through 
the CAA, and expansion at the 


airport has been curtailed by the 


long wait for government action 
on the city’s request. 

Today's development is the most 
important in airport happenings 
the past six months.
